One of the greatest difficulties I've ever faced in my saved life 
‘was to release myself from the, guilt and. condemnation of the mis- 
takes (sin) | made.

Fishing 


Picture this—-you have taken your family to the Great Smoky 


Mountains on vacation. 


You are sitting on the porch of the motel 


and watching the rainbow trout rise to devour insects that have just 
hatched. Mastering the fly rod will enable you to fish trout streams 
anywhere you travel, to say nothing of the fun you can have locally 


fishing for bass and bream. 


There are two ways to. become profi 


cient with a fly rod. One is to attend a fly fishing school.’ With the 
increased interest in fly-fishing, short course schools are popping up 


almost everywhere there is trout fishing available. 


A good school 


will teach you how to choose the right tackle, how to cast, teach you 
about the insects fish feed on and how to imitate this food with the 


proper flies. 


The other way to become proficient is to learn on your Own or 


with the help of someone who js proficient wjth,a fly rod 
Step for the do-it-yourselfer is to select the fly tod. 


The first 
Unless you are 


going to be fishing small streams with heavy brush, which ealls for 
a short rod, you will need a 71/2 to 9 foot rod. AS or 6 weight rod 
with the same weight line in an 8 or 8 1/2 foot Jength is hard to beat, 
It can be used for most any. trout fishing vacation and is ideal for 
bluegills on an Alabama farm pond. This rig will also suffice for all 
but the largest bass fishing. If you are going after lunker largemouth 
you will want'to move up into the 8 or 9 weight rods. Fly rods can 


be bought from $25 to several hundred dollars.

Motorist traveling from east 
to west should reverse the 
above directions to bypass the 
three day Highway 84 closure. 

Officials said any other ques- 
tions about the closure should 
be directed to the City of Elba. 


Commission denies. 18-day extension for contractor

During the regular bimonthly 
meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission, Monday, April 26, 
construction of the Mount 
Pleasant Senior Citizen Center 
became the main topic as com- 
missioners entertained a request 
from the contractor. 

County administrator Wilson 
Mobley said the contractor had 
requested and the architect had 
recommended the commission 
consider approving an 18-day

Commissioners requested a 
meeting with the architect and 
contractor at the work site before 
making a decision; and there- 
fore, yoted to recess the commis- 
sion meeting to allow everyone 
to meet at the construction site. 

Before * recessing, 


Commissionet Jim Thompson 
recommended the commission 
consider not trying to build two 
centers at the same time in the 
future. He said from the begin- 


ning this project has been a lie 
ter. 

“Let's just build one at a time 
if we're going to build them,” 
Thompson said. 

Upon returning from the con- 
struction site, the regular meet- 
ing was called back to order, and 
a motion was offered to approve 
the 18-day rain-day extension 
for the contractor to complete 
the Mount Pleasant Senior 
Center. 

This motion failed by a 1-4-2 
vote.

$370,043.28 would be the coun- 
ty’s portion fromthe sale of the 
trucks. 

. * Voted to authorize the pur- 
chase of four new dump trucks 
off the county's statewide bid to 
replace the four being sold at 
auction. 

*- A proposal regarding the 
sale of motor graders at auction 
will be discussed at the next 
commission meeting. County 
engineer Randy Tindel] said he 
néeded more time research 
those proposals, 

* Voted to allow Tindell and 


Center.

Commission chairman 
Robert Stephens said there are 
3,066 counties in the United 
States and only 24 received 
awards at this ceremony.

Elba Council hears explanation for Hwy. 84 bridge closing

- On Monday evening the Elba 


City Council briefly reviewed 
the monthly financial statement 
and shuddered over a report 
from the city clerk that Highway 
84 will be closed at ‘the Pea 
River bridge for three full days 
tyhile flood gates are installed. 
City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
explained it was decided by 
those making such decisions 
that closing the highway com- 
pletely for three days would be 
less disruptive than. the original 
plan of shutting it down one 
lane at ‘the time for weeks on 
end. Therefore beginning at 6 
a.m. on Tuesday, May 4th, and 
lasting until! 6 p.m, Thursday, 


May 6th, U.S. 84 will be com- 
pletely closed to traffic. 
(Alternate routes are suggested 
elsewhere in this issue .of the 
newspaper. ) 

Mayor James Grimes reported 


to council members that the. 


city’s finances are “still looking 
good”. He noted there is more 
money corhing in ‘than budget- 
ed. Loca] sales taxes are up by 
about $81,000 above the same 
period last year. 

Tobacco taxes are three times 
where they .were for the same 
period last year. This is in part 
due to a tax increase voted in 
last year, but Grimes also noted 
that some suppliers Were not 
previously paying taxes on any- 
thing but cigarettes. He assured 


council members this has been 
corrected and will be monitored 
more closely, 

Several departments are Over 
their budgeted amounts Grimes 
said, but this is not an alarming 
factor in a budget the size of 
Elba’s. 

Council member Ronnie 
Hammond listed seyeral prob- 
lems with lighte-and equi 
in the parks at the old Mulberry’ 
school and the smaller neigh- 
borhood’ park on Martin Luther 
King Jr. Drive. He said they 
were in pretty good shape but .. 
could use some maintenance. 
Grimes .accepted the list and 
promised to follow up with both 
Hammond and Councilman L.
